The language of criminals— the argot 
of Paris, the “ l atter” of London— has 
been carefully investigated by num er­ 
ous writers, with very variant results. 
Its origin 
is difficult to explain. 
Criminals, 
say 
many authors, 
have 
found it necessary to adopt a technical 
language for flxir own protection, that 
they may be able to converse in public 
without being understood. “ They have 
been forced to do this and have made a 
language as sinister and as vile as them­ 
selves.” 
This theory cannot he adm it­ 
ted. 
Certainly the argot is sinister and 
vile and thoroughly representative of 
the class that uses it, but further than 
this we cannot go. 
T he theory that the use of this dialect 
is of any assistance to the criminal is 
inadmissible. 
Most policemen and all 
prison officers k now this slang, some­ 
times better than the thieves. To speak 
it in the hearing of a detective is to in­ 
vito arrest; to speak it in the presence 
of the g* neral public would arouse sus­ 
p ic ion and attract attention—two things 
which are especially to ho avoided. 
Why, then, do« s it exist? Dr. L aurint 
of the Sant« * prison in Paris has given 
an explanation which has at least noth­ 
ing to contradict it: The persons en 
gaged in every trade form a species of 
dialect or technical phraseology which 
is spok en and understood only by them ­ 
selves. Criminals, who practice a trade 
as old as any, have gradually acquired 
a language more adapted to their wauts, 
more in k eeping w ith their ideas and 
thoughts. Miserable, heartless, engaged 
in a perpetual struggle against m oral­ 
ity, law and decency, they have ac­ 
quired a language of debased words and 
cynical metaphors, a language of abbre­ 
viated expressions and obscene 
nyniN. 
This dialect has m utilated the mother 
tongue, 
it has also borrowed liberally 
from other languages, but w ithout m eth­ 
od or etymology. 
Criminals are not 
grammarians. 
N either are they lin­ 
guists, and at lirst sight it would seem 
strange that they should import words 
from other countries. 
We will find, 
however, that in any prison the percent­ 
age of inmates of foreign birth will he 
large. 
In America it is about 15 per 
•ent, A foreign expression which seems 
apt or in improvement on the one in 
present use is rapidly diffused through 
the prison. In cases whero it is especial­ 
ly descriptive it may become permanent, 
but its life is usually short. 
Tli« * argot 
of 
1 he crime class changes materially 
every two or three years. 
It is ephem­ 
eral, as shifting as its users 
Victor 
Hugo exaggerates on y slightly when he 
says, “ 1 he argot changes more in ten 
years than the language does in ten cen­ 
turies. ’ 
Thus tn the last, three years 
there have been three different terms 
for w atch— "super, ” “ thim ble” 
and 
“ yellow and w hite” —each of which 
was in its turn the only one used. 
Every w riter on the subject has no­ 
ticed that the argot is rich in expres­ 
sions to denote certain common actions. 
1 his is a peculiarity shared by all prim i­ 
tive languages, the only difference being 
in the selection of the common acts. 
Thus in Sansk rit there are nearly 100 
roots which express the idea of k illing 
or wounding, w ithout counting seeoml- 
try Derivations. Some of these roots are 
embodied in our language today. In the 
dial« et of the thieves there art* nearly 
ICO expressions to signify tin ft. It was 
nee« ssarv for the pick pock et to describe 
tin* various pock ets in a m an’s clothing 
and in a w om an’s dress. 
The average 
man does not often need to specify a 
particular pock et. 
When lie does, he 
lays his hand on it to assist the poverty 
of his language. 
The thief has a sepa­ 
rate nam e for each s« parate pock et. 
But in spite of this richness in syn­ 
onyms, w hich is in itself a mark ed sign 
of degeneracy, for the tendency of a 
language is to eliminate its synonyms, 
giving to 
each a different shade of 
meaning, the argot is a poor language. 
It has not a single expression for ab­ 
stract emotion. 
To attem pt to render a 
philosophic thought, a moral emotion, a 
synthetic or a'stlietic idea into the dia­ 
lect of the thief would be lik e attem pt­ 
ing to translate “ electricity” or “ steam 
engine” into Latin. It is impossible he­ 
ms« ' tli« * words do not exist. 
They an* 
not needed. 
T he criminal has no more 
conception of abstract emotion than a 
blind man has of color. 
A. fact which does not seem to ally 
th<* argot to a primitive language is its 
ability to form additional words from 
its own resources, a power of self de­ 
velopment which we find in the old 
Anglo-JSuxon, and « specially in tin* G er­ 
man of today. 
This trait is the more 
strik ing as it set ins in dim*t contradic­ 
tion to the impotence of tH« ■ English 
language in this 
1« npeet, 
The English 
has lift!« * formative power. 
It relies on 
tin* Greek and Latin languages lor the 
extension of its vocabulary.—A. T. B. 
( rotten in Popular ¡Science Monthly.

S I L K W O R M S OF LE B A N O N . 


H ow T h e y A r e < ul t i vnt e d I n t h e M oun­ 
t a i ns of T r ip ol i . 
Harry Feim, the artist, has written a 
p ap er, entitled “ Silk and Cedars, 
for 
St. Nicholas, describing his visit to 
the famous 
mountains 
iff 
Lebanon. 
Concerning the silk 
industry, which 
p lays su 'li an im p ortant p art in the 
lives of t ic natives, Mr. Feun says: As 
the time ap p roaches for the silkworm 
to hatch out the egg the family move 
ou‘ of the house end camp under the 
trees, giving up the entire establishment 
to the worms, after having p laced the 
eggs on shelves made of a reedlike 
bamboo. 
At first the young worms are 
fed on finely chop p i d leaves, but as 
they grow larger the leaves need only 
be broken in two. 
The p eop le have to 
feed and w atch the worms night and 
day, or they wander in search of food 
and get lost, and in the silence of the 
night the sound of the worms feeding 
is like a gently falling rain. 
The worms fast three or four times 
during this p vriod, and about 24 hours 
is the length of eaeh fast. 
A curious 
feature about their fast is their p osture. 
They assume the attitude of a cobra 
snake about to strike and remain rigid­ 
ly fixed in that p osition for the entire 
p eriod. 
When they are ready to sp in, 
small 
branches are p laced 
on 
the 
shelves, and as the cocoons are formed 
up on them the dead twigs seem to bear 
golden fruit. 
When 
the worms get 
through th at p art of the business, the 
neighbors are called in—something as 
to an old fashioned New England ap ­ 
p le p aring bee. 
They call it “ qtaf” in 
Arabic—that is “ p icking,” and soon 
you see p iles of p ale green, p ure white 
and golden yellow cocoons heap ed up on 
the floor. 
Later they may be sp un into 
banks, but usually tbe cocoons are sent 
down the mountains to Trip oli or D a­ 
mascus, and after their 80 or 40 days 
of toil they, too, often have to 
h«*11 the 
p roduce for next to nothing, as the Chi­ 
nese are always ready to undersell them. 
Another curious use Mr. Silkworm is 
p ut to is to soak him in vinegar tor 
some hours, after which he is drawn out 
into so called “ catgut” to make snells 
or leaders for fishhooks.

stance for the containers and wick ap 
paratus consists of ordinary wood ash. 
This has a peculiar effect upon petro 
leum, crystal and other oils of the same 
Kind. 
Kill) the ashes well all over the 
parts that require cleaning and polish 
or wipe it off w ith a clean, soft cloth. 
This is a very simple method and obvi 
ates the use of water, which may prove 
a serious difficulty, especially if the op­ 
erator is not very particular as regards 
the 
drying 
process. 
This treatment 
should not, however, entirely do away 
with a periodical boiling of the differ 
cut parts of tin* lamp with strong soda, 
but the regular use of wood ash should 
make the washing ¡1 last resource and 
an altogether rare necessity. 
1 he strictest cleanliness in every de 
tail concerning lamps is of the greatest 
importance not only to insure a good 
light tree from smell, hut a lso as a pre­ 
ventive against danger. 
Odd hits of 
wick allowed to collect, anywhere near 
the flame, tor instance, are objtvtion 
able from every point of view. 
Lamps that are hut rarely used sh o u ld 
not he left with the wick to b ecom e sat­ 
urated 
through contact w ith the oil. 
The best plan is to empty the container, 
clean it as above, dry the wick if it is 
j new, and put. it aside in a box, into 
1 which dust cannot penetrate, till it is 
wanted again. 
I*or these days, when candles are so 
much used, it is w ell to know that there' 
is an art 111 choosing them 
They should 
burn brightly, steadily, and without 
dickering, yet at the same time dw in­ 
dle away as slowly as possible*. The* can­ 
dle that gutters is to be avoided as ox 
travagant and worthless. 
The best e*f 
all are those which are partially bed 
lowed out, so that if the flame is ex 
posed to a draft the melted wax runs 
elown the) inside. 
A thin, close wick 
w ill always burn I>e*tte*r than a thick 
eue*. 
One of the cleverest contrivances 
adapte d to yaudlcs is a metal automatic 
extingnisher. 
It can he* lixed te) any re- 
quired ele*pth of the candle, say one inch, 
more or less, and as soon as that cjuau- 
titv has burned away two metal rings 
close over the dame and effectually put 
it emt 
(Something eif the kind has al 
ready been se «*n, but the newer patent 
is much more practical, from the* very 
tact that it can h»< fixed to any pari e)f 
the candle* instead of being placed in the 
candle holder, for in the* latter ease it 
could not act until the illum iuant had 
eiuite- burned down, when the extin­ 
guisher was obviously of doubtful u til­ 
ity.— San Francisco Chronicle.
